-A SKETCH OF FORMOSA. 

Tho following desoription of the physical 
geography of: tha island of Formosa forms 
part of the article prepared by Messrs 
Colquhoun and Stowart-Lockhart, and pub= 

“Jished in the lost number of tho China 
Reviceo 
PHYSICAT. GEOGRATHY. a 

Formosa ix intersected by a range of 
mountains, varying in height fram 200° to 
12,000 feet, following the gencrul direc- 
tion of the island from north to south, 
and forming ita backbone,” The range is 
called by the Chinese Chii-Shan, or Saw 
Bille, 1ta western slope issomewhal gradual, 
and falls on to a large undulating plain on 
which the Chineso have settled, lat om the 
eaatern coast the range descends very provipt- 
tously, presouting a most dangerous shore, 
exposed to the full blast of tho Pacific. 7 he: 
westorn coast has no good harbours, dnd 
vessols are often compelled tolicoff the iskiud 
exposed to bad weather.” The only harbours 
ara Keelung and Tainsui, in the perth, and 
Caiwan, in the south, ‘The Chinese-nre con- 
fined as. yet to tho. possession of the western 
plain, and the harbours ‘and vill of 
the weutern ond northern evasla, tnd 
fo a few settlements on tho cust; the 
main mountain rango being inhabited by 
aboriginal tribes, gradually Lecoruing sub- 
ject to tho Chinese, or exterminuted by 
thom, the invariable result of tho contact 
of aboriginal racés with those uf q superior 
sivilization.

vers, fowrand shallow, wind from the foot 
of the hills. Qu the wild, ubrapt eastern 
coost, where there are tew suudy beaches, 
dnd on these often a heavy swell, there 
ie only ono fertile plain of considyrable 
extent. ‘This valley, knuwa ‘commonly as 
Kaplan, and officially ay Konjalan, com- 
mences some 25 miles, south ot Keclung, wid 
extends for some I4 milos further south ty 
Suro Bay. [ta greatest width is sume seven 
miles, the inland boundary being « seini- 
circle of mountains, Within the valley, one 
large rice-dield, aro situated thirly-L 
Jages and several thriving towns, the prin- 
cipal of these being Lotony, a well-built Lown 
with a population-of a few thousands, antl 
some trade. Although oni settled. since 
the beginuing of this century, and ia the 
early years of its orcipation the resart of 
outlaws, it can now boast uf a very orderly 
and respectable community, who 
owing to the fertility of the |

The great defeot of Formosa, in the 
of the developmont of the islanit, is th 
absence of good ducp-waler harbuurs, and 
the violence of the monsoons in the Par- 
mosa channel, which renders navigeation it~ 
fioult and dangerous... ‘Tho cust const is met 
visited by the full strength. of the N.E. 
Monsoon, presumably vwing to tho pri 
cipitous and monntainons character uf th 
mountain slope, With practically no hac- 
dour of any value on the east coast, those 
on the west coast are mere ‘roadatend 
with fow exceptions, only admitting 
aols of light draught, up to ten or twel 
feet. The coast linc, except in the north, 
ig a-succession of sand banks and shivals, 
From the brief description given uf the 
main ports, which are open to foreign trade, 
—Keelung and Tamsai in the north, and 
Taiwan ond ‘Taokow in the south,—it will be 
sean what enormous, almost insuperable 
difficulties exist in the ‘way of nayisa- 
tion. | 
The northern part of Formosa is high and 
mountainous, with the exception of its 
north and north-west points, which are low, 
with reofs extending a considerable distance 
off the coast, The sea hes here a great 
depth. The scenory in the immediate 
nee of Keelung is very 
wil egitturesaue knolls and, undulat 
-wooded hills coming down closeta the wat 
edge, while behind these the mountain- 
range of Tomsui, generally covered with 
clouds, rises to 2,800 fect above the sea. ‘The 
verdure and vegetation hero form totheeye a 
Pleasing contrast to the flat western const, 
and the general sterile northern mainland, 
Northern Formosa is volcanic, as might be 
expected from the fact that it is situated 
between two great voleanio centres, Japan| 
and the Philippines, Tho river at-Tamsui, 
andtho alluvial plain at the back of the town, 
1 form a natural boundary between tho ‘lam- 
sai mountain system and that of the main 
mountain backbone of the island. ‘Lhe hills 
here are composed of stratified rocks whiclr 
have been tilted up by the ignoous rocks, 
At Keelung ‘sundstone is the predomiuat- 
ing formation, whero it assumes the most 
fantastic shapes. 

North of ‘lamsui the beach is a field of 
lava, seamed and cracked, with deep gul- 
leg, and is not unlikely the outer edge’of a 
submarine eruption. At Keelung there is at 
the present day probably yoleanis agency at 
work under the sca. The water is occasiou-- 
ally covered with floating pumice, and the re- 
sults of voleanio subaqueous movement have 
been noticed, especially during the earth- 

uske of 1867, ‘There are six sets of volcanic 
geysersin the district. During the carth- 
quake mentioned the sea receded frum Kee- 
ung harbour, leaving the anchorage quite 
ary, returning a few seconds after in two 
huge waves, eweeping away shipping, and 
destroying to a grent extent Keelung and 
other towns close by, while even Tamsui 
suffered considerably. = 

Keelung is situated on the shores af 
a bay aituated between capes pki und 
Petow, lying some twenty-twd miles 
apart.. The portion of North Formosa be- 
tween these points recoives the roll of 
the heavy sea of. the N.E. monsoon, though 
fairly sheltered during the.8.W. monsoon, 
In the bay is Keelung island, a remarkable. 
“plaok rock rising precipitously on all sidea, 

with a. somewhat flat summit, 680 feet in 
height, The harbour is sasy of access; and 
foirly well sheltered in all except the uorth- 
erly’ winds,- whose full force is felt. At 
sent the depth of water in Keelung 
hour is not sufficient for large ocean 
- steamers to gain. the requisite shelter from 
“the N.E. monsoon, owing to tha accumula- 
tion of ballast, which has for many years 
been thrown overboard, by the junks. The
